Y this time, I hope, you ſee, that tis 
good for you to draw near to God, at his 
holy Table : if you have any deſire 
to be good Chriſfians, or any ſavour 

of 1piritual pleaſures. You muſt wholy caſt 

away all remembrance of your duty, a.be1loſt 
to all ſenſe of rational ſatisfation, or elſe be 
ſtrongly .inclined ( conſidering what hath been 
ſaid ) ro take the pains to prepare your ſelyes, 
cr rather to keep your ſelves in a conſtant prepa- 
ration, for frequent Communion there with our 
blefſed Saviour. An innocent, holy, and uſe- 
fa) life cannot but commend it ſelf ro you, if it 
be but on this ſcore, that you may be entertain= 
ed with ſuch a comfort , as to know the love of 

God in Chriſt to you; and be fit to be feafted 

continually with ſuch delightful pledges of it. 

How is it poſſible for any conſiderate perſons to - 

deſpiſe or negle& ſuch means of their content= 


- ment? The Table of the Lord, methinks, ſhould 


be more acceptable to them thana Stage 3 and 
they ſhould run more greedily to this Divine 
Feaſt than they do to the Theatres. He ſhould 
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Fs 
thave more Gueſts and a greater croud to. at- 
:tend upon him, than thoſe ſo much frequented 
places. For what do they ſce repreſented there, 
but ſome of the follies of mankind; the paſſions 
and misfortunes of a miſerable lover ; the wiles 


and ſubtle-contrivances. of ſome ingenious per- 


on; or ſuch like things, ſome. of which never 
were? Bur here is repreſented the great wiſdom 
of 'Almighty God; the manitold wiſdom of our 


Creator, into which the Angels defired to look, - 


and of which they are gladſome ſpeQators : The 
41comparable kindneſs of our bleſſed Saviour ; 
that ardent.love which offered him up to God 
upon the Croſs, and which he ſtill continues now 
that he isin the Heavens; as we ſee by theſe re- 


membrances which he hath left us of it: The 


rire method of our [Salvation - the wonderful 
way WHCh Heaven 'hath contrived to bring loſt 
ſouls again thither - the glorious conqueſt which 


the Saviour of the world, hath made over fin, 


the Grave and Hell - All which we here” behold 
his Captives, and our ſelves the prize which he 
defires to win by all his labours.

And God knows 
how many there are , .that will not put them- 
{elves to that pains neither -: who rarely appear 
before God at this holy Solemnity, and whoſe: 
fices are ſcarce ever ſeen in the preſence of our 
Saviour. O ſhameful ingratitude ! which your 
that read theſe things, if you are Believers, can 
never endure, I ſhould think, to be guilty of. 
If you give any credit to this hiſtory of the love 
of God in Chriſt Jeſus, . recorded in the Goſpel, 
you will ſpend fome time ſureto diſpoſe your 
ſelves to make frequent acknowledgmen:s to 
him, by receiving thefe hely Myſteries. Yow 
will be aſhamed that fo much time ſhould be 
conſimed in trimming up your ſelves to ſee and 
tobe ſeen in other places; and little of none that 
you may come before God, and behold the greae 
things that he hath done for your ſouls. For the 
love of God cenſider, at what charge he harh- 
furniſhed this Table for you - how often he hath 
Mmvited you to'it : how defirous he is that yow- 
would ſhew him ſo much love, asnot to retuſe 
him-your company there. 'Think how il] he muſt” 
needs take it, 1f you will not accept of his fingu- 
lar kindneſs; nay, that you your ſelves will not” 
be pleaſed, when you refle&t and confider , - of 
how much joy you have deprived your ſouls, by» 
denying him ſomuch of your duty.
